INCOME AND EXPENSE
DECLARATION

This packet is designed to help you complete an Income and Expense
Declaration [FL-150] and it includes a blank Income and Expense
Declaration.

An Income and Expense Declaration must be submitted with copies of the two
most recent months’ pay stubs. If you are self-employed, you must attach the last
two years’ income tax returns—including Schedule C (profits and loss
statements). Be sure to blacken out any social security numbers that may appear
on your pay stubs or income tax returns. You should take your tax returns to
court just in case the court demands them. This may save you an additional
court date by avoiding the necessity to continue the hearing to a different date.

There is no fee for filing the Income and Expense Declaration.

Once the Income and Expense Declaration is completed, make copies for each of
the parties, i.e., one for you, one for the other party, and one for DCSS. The
original is filed with the court; a copy must be served on each party by having
someone, other than you and over the age of 18, mail or personally serving the
other party with a copy. A Proof of Service must be completed by the person who
serves the Income and Expense Declaration on the other party and that Proof of
Service must be filed with the court.
